In response to your letter of August 14, 1970, con- 
cerning Secret Service agent imposters involved in the 

assassination of President Kennedy, the following informa- 
tion is available in our files. — 


In aninterview with Oswald he stated that when he 
Y ' was standing in front of the textbook building and about to 
_ leave it on the; da y of the assassination, a young man rushed 
up to him, said he was from the Secret Service, showed a 
book of identification and asked him where the telephone 
was. Oswald said he pointed toward the pay phone in the 
building and he saw the man go to the phone booth before 
he left. The F. B. I. investigation identified and located a 
. newspaperman who recalled going to the textbook building, 
displaying his press credentials and being shown the loca- 
tion of the phone booth. There was no indication that the 
newspaperman held himself out to be a Secret Service agent, 
nor is there any other information of which we are aware 
that Secret Service agent imposters were involved in the 
assassination of President Kennedy. ’
